Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claims 1-8 

Prior art fails to show, a piezoelectric drive unit according to claim 1 in combination a 
hydrodynamic bearing system having a grooved pattern on it's bearing surface building 
up a hydrodynamic pressure within the bearing gap when the rotor is rotated. 
In regards to claims 9-14 

Prior art also fails to show, the method generating a rotating drive movement for a 
piezoelectric drive unit according to claim 9 in combination with the hydrodynamic 
bearing system having groove patterns on it's bearing surfaces that builds pressure up 
in the bearing gap through the rotation of the rotor giving the bearing it load- carrying 
capacity.
